PARADIP PORT I RUST (LICENSTNC. OF 
.STEVEDORES) REGULATION 1987 
NOTIFICATION 

In exercise of the powers conteired under section 
123 of the Major Port Tiusts Act, 1963 (38 ot 1963) 
the Board of 'Erustees hereby mak'’ tlie follouing 
regulations, namely 

1, Short Title and Commencement :—('!) These 
regulations may be called the Paiadip Port Trust 
(Licensing of Stevedores) Regulations, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into fonc on the dale of 
their publication in the official tiazeite as lequiied 
under Section 124 of ihe Major Poit Ernsts z\ct. 

2. Definitions ;-In these regulations unless the 
context otherwise requires :— 

(i) ‘Act’ means the Major Poit Trusts Act, 
1963 ; 

(li) ‘Board’ means the Boaid of Tiustecs of the 
Port of Paradip as constituted under the 
Art : 
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(iii) 'Chairman' means Chan man of tlic Hoard ; 

(iv) ‘Form’ means Foim aimcAed to these icgn- 
latioiis ; 

(v) ‘Stevedore’’ means a pei\.vjji or a lirni to 

whom StevecloiinR larentc is issued 
under Regulation 3 and includes a person 
who is a stevedore by virtue of Regulation 

10 . 

(vi) 'Ttalfn AfanageV means the Oificei tor the 
time being in eliarge of the Trailir Depart¬ 
ment of the Paradip Poit Trust and includes 
the Deputy and Assistant 'I'raliic jVfanagers 
and any other officers artitig under the 
authority of the Traliic Manager.- 

3. Issue ol Stesedoring Licente (1) The Chair¬ 
man may i.ssue stevedoring licences for a period of 
two years, on application, to persons to act as steve¬ 
dores at the port io perform the work of landing 
and shipping ol goods between vessels in the port 
and the wharves, piers, cpiays or docks belonging to 
or in the irossession of the Rond and anv other crork 
involved in the stevedoring of vessi Is within the 
Pott. 

(2) No Stevedotes shall be allowed to woik on 
board any vessel in tbe Port except under a licence 
issued by the Chairman under these legulatkms. 

4. Production of Evidence of .'stevedoring work 
donelCapacity to do such work. 

No licence tor stevedoring be granted unless the 
applicant piodmes evidence (a) ih.tt he has 
maintaincdjM'ouId maintain the iriput|output norms 
■ of handling different commodities as may be laid 
down by the Hoard from time to time ; 

(b) that his financial standing to meet the obli¬ 
gations to the vv'orkcrs and si alt employed on ac¬ 
count of wage and compensation under the "Woik- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1923 payment of Wages 
Act, 19.36, Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 or any other 
law for the time being in force ; and makes a depo¬ 
sit of rupees one lakh in cash or any other acceptaole 
Security which Avill be refunded discharges after the 
termination I expiry of the licence ; 

(c) that he undertakes to have in his employ¬ 
ment such minimum staff and have in his possession ■ 
such minimum gcvir as may he prescribed by the 
Board for unvdei taking stevedoring efficiently. 

NOTE : I'he vessel owners. Vessel operators, Stea¬ 
mer agents and importers and exporters would 
also be eligible for grant of a liccnc'’. 

5. Dutie,s and responsibilities ol stevedores Every 
stevedore, shall be subject to the following duties, 
obligations and resixmsibilities during the cur¬ 
rency of stevedoring licence issued to them by Chair¬ 
man, namely 

(,a) He shall ehsurc due compliance by all the 
staff and the workers employed by him during the 
operation of landing and shipping of transhipping 
goods or work incidental thereto, of the provisions 
of the Indian Dock Labourers Act, 1964, the Indian 


Dock Labourers Regulations, 1948, tlic Dock AVor- 
kers' (Safety, Health abcl Welfaiej Sdieme. 1961 
and notifications issued thereunder ttie IndusQial 
Disputes Act, 1947, the Payment of Bonus Act, 196S 
and rules, regulations and scheme issued thereunder, 
relating to such operations and ior the time being 
in force. 

(b) He shall carry out the opeiations witlt the 
gear owned or hired by him. 

(c) He shall be solely responsible for any acci¬ 
dent or damage resulting from tbe use of any gear 
iisecLby him ; 

(d) He shall comply 'with all accepted safe 
jrraciiccs in relations to operatlohs performed by 
him ; 

(e) He shall incleipnity the Boaicl against all 
ihinl paity claims arising out of operations pei- 
formeu by iiim ; 

(t) Whenever the Hoard has to pay compensa¬ 
tions to any of its cmplpyees or workers or his 
dependants under tlie provisions oi the Workmen’.s 
Componsation Act, 1923, in consequence of any 
accident arising out of, and during tire course of, 
work performed by a Stevedore or any em|jloyee 
or worker employed by him, the Stevedore shall 
reimburse tlie Board any sura so paid and for 
such purpose, the quantum of the compensation as 
determined under the Workmens ‘Compensation’ Act, 
1923, shall be taken as binding and conclusive bet¬ 
ween the Board and the Stevedore. 

(g) If any gear, plant and other pioperty of tlic 
Board is damaged in the course of any such opera¬ 
tion, the Stevedore shall componsatc the Boaicl 
for such loss or darr.^e, the e.xtent of which shall 
bs decided by the Chairman after carrying out a 
proper enquiry; 

(h) He sliall agree to refer any dispute or differ¬ 
ence between him and the Paiadip Port Trust as 
to the payment of compensation, its t] nan turn or 
any connected question to an Arbitiator nominated 
by the Board. 

(i) He shall be responsible to employ at le.rst one 
c.xperienced person to supervise in every vessel in 
respect of which he has undertaken the stevedoring 
operations ; 

(j) He shall submit promptly any information 
asked for by the. Chairman, Traffic Alanager or any 
other (ompetent Officer of the Board from time to 
time ; 

■ (k) He shall ensufe that all die dues of the Board 

are paitl c>n Uie appointed dates, failing which his 
licence shall not be renewable and be liable lo be 
cancelled under these regulationi. 

(1) He shall provide for adequate supcivision 
over the evorkers employed by him in order to ensure 
maximum productivity consistent with the require¬ 
ments of safety; 
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(m) He sIiLill jarovide all the necessary 

equipment duly tested for the lespertivo of 

ciufgo ; 

(n) He shall produce the gear, equiptnem, A\ith 
necessary annealing and (esl rertiiicares, lor in.spee- 
lion periodically or whenever demanded hy the Ins¬ 
pector Dock Safety or the Tratfic Managei oi any 
other officer. 

(o) He shall provide the workers necessary pco- 
tectivc safety appliances appropriate for the type 
of caigo. 

(p) He shall ensure that the workers arc available 
at the worksite throughout the shift period except 
during the recess hours and render the normal out¬ 
put and shall take effective steps to improve the 
performance wliencver output falls below normal ; 

(q) He shall make adequate ariangemcnts for 
ancillary operations such as idling, stitching and 
breaking of cargo, stacking oi cargo, storage of 
cargo, etc, on board the vessels; 

(r) Fie shall undertake to pay to workers en¬ 
gaged by him wages in accordance with the tmin oi 
wage settlement arrived at between the Central 
Government and the Federations ol Poit and Dock 
Workers from time to time; 

(s) He shall not assign, transfer or in any mannei 
part with any Interest or benefit in or under the 
licence to any other person without tlie prior ajj- 
proval in writing of the Chairman ; 

(t) He shall comply with such instructions av 
may be issued from time to time by the I'laffic 
Manager in the interest of safety, impioved produc¬ 
tivity and labour discipline ; 

(u) He shall ensure to keep the Security and other 
Deposits valid during the Luueiicy of Stevecloriiig 
Licence- 

6. APPLICATION for grantpenewal of licence •— 

(1) The -application for giant or renewal of Steve¬ 
doring licence shall be made in Form-A to the T ra- 
ffic Manager. 

(2) The applicant shall pay a licence fee ol 
Rs. 4,500 (Rupees four thousand five lunidrcd) only 
before the licence is issued or renewed. Every licenc¬ 
ed stevedore shall deposit a sum of Rs. 5,000 (Rupees 
five thousand) only as earnest money for ihe pro¬ 
per performance of work permitted under the 
licence. T'he eamestlSecuriiy money will not carry 
any interest and will be refunded when, the licence 
ceases to operate after adjusting the claims, if any, 
a£ the Board. 

(3) That tlie applicant shall also produce a 
Bank Guarantee for rupees one lakh to be v’afid 
ihiring the currency of the Stevedoring licence (not 
less than 2 years) so as to meet any contingency, 

(4) Every licence granted or renewed under these 
rcgulation.s shall be in Form B : 


(5) Tire application for renew,al of .stevedoring 
licence shall be made at least one month heiorc the 
expiry of the licence- Tf the application lor renewal 
is not received witliin the stipulated peiiod of one 
montli, such applications may be aicepted on pay¬ 
ment of Rs. 50 (Rupees lift)') only by the (3iaiiman; 

Provided that the application for lenewal logeiher 
with lire late fee is received by the Traffic Manager 
before tbs actital date of expiry of the licence. 

(6) Upon receipt of an application in Form ‘A’ 
the Chairman may grant]renew a licence oi icruse 
gr’ant I renewal of licence for re.isons to be recorded 
in writing ; 

(7) Provided further that the applicant ivill be 
intimated of .such refusal in rvriting. 

(8) In the event of lo.ss or defacing ot the oiiginal 
licence, a duplicate licence may be obtained orr an 
application made to the Traffic ISfariagei on pay¬ 
ment of Rs. 100 (Rupees one hundred) only. 

7. Change in name, constitution, etc. to be com¬ 
municated (1) Where the SteveJote is a linrr of 
a Company, it shall immediately communicate to the 
Chairman any chaiige in, the Director, Managing 
Director or partners, as tlie case may be evith a 
copy of the dexument in support of such clnnge. 

(2) Any change in the name, title or constitution 
of a firm or a company holding a Stevedoring Licence 
shall be communicated to the Chairman iorthwitlr. 
The firm oi Company undergoing such a change 
shall submit a fresh application for the grant of new 
licence : 

Provided that the Chainnan may allow such firm 
or company to carry on busiIlC^s till ,i decision is 
taken on such fresh application. 

8. Suspension of Liosneos (1) The Chairman 
may at any time su.spcnd for .such period as it may 
deem fit, or cancel the licence issued to a .Stevedore 
lor violation oi any of the terms of the licence or 
lor any of the reasons listed below. 

(i) violation of safety precautions 

(ii) low productivity 

(iii) lack of supervision over stevedoring workers 

(iv) Improper and unsafe handling packages 

(v) mis-ropresentation oi mis-statement of mate¬ 
rial farts 

(vi) the Stevedores being adpiclged insolvent or 
ha.s gone into liquidation 

(vii) on the Stevedore, living cliarged of a Cri¬ 
minal offence 

(viii) causing obstruction in anv work in the port 

(ix) Sub-letting of work to othei parties 

(x) any misconduct which in the opinion of 
the Chairman warrants such cancellation or 
suspension. 

(2) No Stevedoring licence shall be cancelled or 
suspended until the Stevedore has been given a 
reasonable opportunity for showing cau.se why his 
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licence should not be cancelled or suspended and 
after recording of reasons foi such < ancellation ol 
suspension 

9. Appeal (1) Any person aggrieved li\ an nl 
cancellation, suspension or rclnsil of liccme made 
undci ihcse regulations mav picfei ,iii appeal in 
writing to the Central Gosernment u'ithin tniuv davs 
of the communications of the jrdcr appealed against 

(2) The Cential Government shall pass ainh ordci 
on the appeal as it deems fit ifter giving an oppoitu- 
nity of being heard to the appellant. 

(3) Noiwithstanding anything contained in suh- 
regulation (1) , an appeal may be admitted abet the 
peyiod of thirty days if the appellant sttishes the 
Central Government that he has snlTit ient cause for 
not making an application within such peiiod. 

10. Notwithstanding anything tontained in these 
Regulations, stevedoring licences n’hich may be in 
force on the date of issue of ihe^e regulations, shall 
be deemed to have been issued under these Regula¬ 
tions and shall continue to be valid till the expirv 
of the per'iod of such Licences. 

11. Repeal :—^Rulcs No. 62, 63 and 64 of Paradip 
Port Rides, lOfifi dealing with Stevedoring Licence 
shall stand repealed from the date this Regidaliotr 
comes into force.
